2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 9-15, filed on 03/05/2009, with respect to 
enablement rejection of claims 3-8 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
previous rejection of claims 3-8 has been withdrawn.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-9,11 and 1 2 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: as to claims 1 and 12, a comprehensive search of prior art of 
record failed to teach either alone or in combination a method for determining an 
optimal transition-limiting code for use in a multi-level signaling system, comprising at 
least the step of: determining a coding gain for each of a plurality of transition-limiting 
codes in the multi-level signaling system, wherein the coding gain for each of the 
plurality of transition-limiting codes is based at least in part upon a sampling rate of a

pulse response for a channel operating at a predetermined data rate in the multi-level 
signaling system utilizing the transition-limiting code.
